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MOB WITH A NOOSE 
AFTER A MARSHAL 


STRIKING IRON MINERS W ANT 
REVENGE. 


Marshal Free Shoots a Miner and is 
Only Saved From Lynching by the 
Militia—Coke Workers’ Riot 
in 
Pennsylvania Will 
Cost 
Several 
Lives. 


D u l u t h , Minn., May 
5.—General 
M anager Philbin of 
the 
Duluth, 
Mesa ba and Northern and M arshal Al 
Free, who fatally shot Mat Matson a t 
M ountain Iron yesterday, arrived here 
a t 12:50 o’clock. Free got off the train 
before it reached the station, hoping 
to keep the public in ignorance of his 
whereabouts. 
The mob had been at 
Virginia all 
day, conducting itself 
peaceably except for angry talk. In th© 
afternoon a part of the mob w ent to 
Mountain Iron, but Sheriff Sharvy 
thought this was a bait to a ttra c t his 
attention from Virginia so th a t the 
strikers could again force out the men 
working there, so he kept his forces at 
Virginia. 
Last night M arshal Free 
had an encounter a t M ountain Iron 
and claims th a t in self-defense he was 
obliged to shoot his assailant twice. 
The wounded man can not recover. 
The receipt of this news a t Virginia, 
enraged the mob and they started 
overland to M ountain Iron to lynch 
Free, but were prevented by deputies 
and militia. 
The strikers cut the tele­ 
graph wire a t m idnight and there is 
no other communication, 
lf further 
hostilities follow Tams Bixby is here 
to represent the governor. 
Advices from Virginia indicate th a t 
the situation on the Mesaba Range is 
becoming critical. 
Sheriff 
Sharvy 
telegraphed here for fifty more depu­ 
ties, which will make a force of over 
IOO on duty a t the scene of the trouble. 
The strikers are ugly and are restless 
and nervous. They are mostly Finland­ 
ers and a desperate set. 
The strikers 
have practically decided th at men will 
be allowed to work on properties th at 
are being developed at §1.35 aday, and 
there is a probability th a t a com 
promise will be made a t all the mines 
I except 
the Franklin a t th a t rate. 
The 
men 
at 
the 
Franklin 
de­ 
mand SI. 65 and swear they will not 
work for less. 
There is no doubt th a t 
the men there have a real grievance. 
They receive only 20 cents a ton, 
which is not sufficient to pay their 
board, as most of them can make only 
75 cents a day a t th a t rate. 


STRIKING COKE 
WORKERS 
SHOT. 


Five Men and Two Women Wounded 
and Two Officers Fatally Hart. 
C o u x e l l s V i l l e , Pa., May 
5 .—In a 
riot at the Painter works of the Mc­ 
Clure Coke company yesterday be­ 
tween striking Poles, a small num ber 
of deputies, and a comparative few of 
the men a t work a t the Painter plant, 
Deputy Sheriff Sanford White and 
Chief Clerk Ewing B. Roddy were ter­ 
ribly beaten and are in a critical con­ 
dition. 
Five men and two women on 
the strikers’ side were shot and two 
of the men dangerously wounded. 
Supt. W hite was brought to the 
hospital here and is thought will not 
survive. 
Ewing 
Roddy 
was 
also 
brought here and cared 
for. 
The 
foreigners were carried to the adjoin­ 
ing bouses and cared 
for. 
Sheriff 
Richards 
of 
Fayette 
county 
is 
upon 
the 
scene 
of 
the 
battle 
w ith forty men armed 
w ith rifles, 
and has already arrested sixty-three 
persons, charged w ith being impli 
ca ted in the rio t 
They are now on 
their way to Uniontown. 
A num ber 
of strikers were carried from the bat­ 
tlefield. One of these was shot through 
the thigh, another through both legs, 
and the third had a bad wound in the 
groin. 
W hite is suffering 
intense 
agohy, and his recovery is yet a m at­ 
ter of doubt. 
Roddy is believed to 
have been fatally wounded. 
The affair has caused the most in­ 
tense excitem ent here. 
It is feared 
the foreigners will revenge the death 
of their countrymen, and th a t this is 
but the beginning of riots in all parts 
of the region. 
It would not be a sur 
prise to the people here should the 
strikers 
resort 
to 
the 
use 
of 
dynam ite to 
blow 
up the works, 
The 
strikers 
have 
adopted 
a 
code 
of 
signals 
by which 
they 
can be collected at any point in th at 
vicinity on short notice. 
The men a t 
Fort Hill who were forced out returned 
to work immediately after the mob 
had dispersed and are working under 
the protection of fifty guards. 
The 
formidable display of guns a t Moyer 
also 
discouraged 
the 
mob 
of 
strikers there and they dispersed. The 
leading companies say they will start 
unless .the Rainey works are closed 
down a t once. 
Rainey is securing all 
the 
large 
contracts a t 
handsome 
figures, and the other companies will 
not stand idly by and see themselves 
ruled out of the market. 
Two of the 
leading companies announce th at they 
will start up all their works if in doing 
so they lia'e to deputize half their men 
and ask for protection from the state 
troops.

Strikers Fail to Close Stannton Mines— 
March at Peoria. 


S t a u n t o n , IIL, May 5 .—At a meet­ 
ing of the miners w orking in the Con­ 
solidated Coal company’s mines Nos. 6 
and 7, a secret ballot was taken and 
out of the 500 miners a t work here 
not one voted in favor of a strike.

It is reported th at they 
will return w ith a force of men large 
enough to enforce the strike.

Simpson, general m anager of the Con­ 
solidated Coal company, said th at the 
miners at Nos. 6 and 7 will surely 
work. 
P eoria. 111., May 5.—The coal miners 
of Peoria county have agreed to quit 
until further notice. 
The men will 
assemble a t Bartonville this morning 
and will first visit the co-operative 
mine a t Bismarck, near Hollis. 
They 
will then go on to Pekin and force a 
mine there to suspend. 
P a n a , 111., May 5. —A few m o re men 
were a t work yesterday than Thurs­ 
day. 
President J. W. Crawford of the 
United Mine W orkers of Illinois ad­ 
dressed a large meeting a t the opera 
house and succeeded in organizing the 
union 500 strong. 
An attem pt was 
made by the strikers to prevent the 
men from going to work, but the 
guard of special police was too strong. 
H i l l s b o r o , 111., May 5.— A delega­ 
tion of strikers from Pana, Coffeen 
and other places visited the Hillsboro 
mines yesterday to induce the men to 
go out. 
The sheriff, a t the request of 
the mine owners, has summoned a 
posse of IOO citizens to be a t the shaft 
this morning, as trouble is anticipated. 
D e n is o n , Texas, May 5.—The miners 
in the Indian territory, who num ber 
3,000, have been on a strike several 
weeks. 
The striker s are getting ugly 
and m aking dem onstrations which 
have necessitated calling out the en­ 
tire Indian • police force. 
If any at­ 
tem pt is made to intim idtae outsiders 
and nonunion men riot and blooodshed 
is sure to follow. 
T a c o m a , Wash., May 5.—All work at 
the mines of the N orthern Pacific Coal 
company a t Roslyn has been suspend­ 
ed indefinitely. 
The mine owners say

T ext of th e C ongressional C o m m ittee's R e­ 
am rn* on H is N o rth e rn Pacific O rder. 


W a s h in g to n , 
May 5 .—Chairman 
Boatner of the congressional commit­ 
tee appointed to investigate the N orth­ 
ern Pacific railroad 
injunctions of 
Judge Jenkins subm itted the m ajority 
report of the committee to the house 
yesterday signed by himself and Repre- 
sentative Terry. 
After reciting the 
circumstances leading up to the grant­ 
ing of the two orders of injunction on 
December 19 and December 23 the re­ 
port says: 
“ Your committee has no hesitation in 
declaring th at the orders rendered 
were a gross abuse of the power of the 
court; were supported by neither rea­ 
son nor authority; were beyond the 
jurisdiction of the judge, and were 
therefore 
void. 
The 
fear 
from 
suspension of traffic of an attending 
damage to the road and inconvenience 
to the public, were the sole reasons 
:or 
the 
action which the judge 
took. 
Your committee 
also 
finds 
th a t no measures looking to a strike 
tiad 
been 
inaugurated, nor 
does 
any seem to have been in contempla­ 
tion, nor does it appear th at any of 
the persons named or referred to in 
the w rits of injunction have remained 
in the service of the company against 
their wilL 
“ Your committee does not concur in 
the opinion of the judge th at the de­ 
cisions rendered in the Toledo cases by 
Judges T aft and Ricks a t all support 
his contention in the case under con­ 
sideration. 
On the contrary, both of 
the cases clearly recognize the prin­ 
ciple th at courts of equity can not 
enforce the specific performance of 
the contract for personal services by 
w rits of injunction and other pro­ 
cesses, but th at in such cases the 
remedy is a t law by an action for 
damages. 
If employes have the law­ 
ful right to combine in a strike for the 
purpose of forcing compliance with 
their demands or securing the highest 
wages and best term s possible, th at 
right can not be remedied by the 
fact th at its exercise levies on the in­ 
terest of others. 
Should violence be 
done 
to 
the 
person or property 
of the employer by those who have 
combined against him by intimidation, 
threats or other unlaw ful means, these 
acts are not wholly unlawful, but 
would constitute violations of the 
criminal laws and be punishable as 
such. 
“ Your committee finds nothing in 
the testimony or see any corrupt in­ 
tention on the part of the judge to 
render these orders. 
It is altogether 
possible th at he is sincere in th econ 
viction th at he has properly exercised 
the equity jurisdiction of his conrt in 
preventing loss and damages which 
would have resulted from a lawful 
strike against the Northern Pacific 
Railroad company. 
This view of the 
case prevents us from recommending 
any proceedings looking to his im 
peachinent, but in order th at there 
may be no further excuse for the 
rendition of any such orders or de­ 
crees and th at the courts of equity 
of the United States may 
not be 
deceived as to the extent of their pow­ 
ers in enforcing contracts for personal 
services by legal process, we recom­ 
mend the enactm ent of a statute which 
will prevent them from doing so. 
“ We also feel constrained to call at­ 
tention to the abuses which 
have 
grown up under the powers assumed 
uy 
the judges 
of the 
courts of 
the United States to appoint receiv­ 
ers for railroad corporations. 
Your 
committee is of the opinion th at the 
cases for which a receivership may be 
ordered in the courts of the United 
States should be declared by statue. 
The anom aly has been presented for 
years of great railw ay corporations 
being operated and the business of 
common carriers being 
carried on 
by 
the 
United 
States 
through 
the judicial lines of the 
govern­ 
m ent and of the judges possessing at 
once the powers pertaining to other 
judicial officers and combining with 
those the powers of the president and 
directors of certain corporations united 
in one and the same person. The com­ 
m ittee is also of the opinion th at the 
power asserted by the judges of the 
United States courts to punish for con­ 
tem pt is dangerous and should be lim­ 
ited by law .”

He denounced the courts for assum­ 
ing legislative functions.

He 
quoted 
magna 
charta 
and 
American 
revolutionary 
history, 
and declared th a t the arrest of the de­ 
fendants 
implied a denial of the 
rights of peaceable assemblage and 
petition. 
Those rights were implied 
in th t constitution as regarded every 
spot in the District of Columbia just 
as much as in California, Texas or 
Florida. 
Judge Miller, after the argum ents 
closed, overruled the objections of 
counsel for the defense to the in­ 
formation, the judge holding th at the 
capitol grounds act was 
constitu- 
tionaL 
He also denied Coxey a spe­ 
cial tria l

There ie Prom Ne of an Increased Con­ 
sumption of Wool*. 


N e w York, May 5.—IL G. Dun & 
C a’s Weekly Trade Review to-morrow 
says: 
“A point of encouragem ent is 
the heavy buying of wool am ounting to 
♦1,492,600 pounds for the week a t three 
chief 
markets, 
against 
4,661,000 
last year. 
In April sales were 21,838,- 
958 pounds, against 16,998,950 
last 
year. 
As those sales have for years 
been in steady relation to the entire 
consumption of wool it is fair to infer 
th at in spite of the stoppage of some 
im portant works and in spite of un­ 
certainties as to labor and as to legis­ 
lation consu nption will continue large 
for some weeks a t least. 
The enormous unsold 
stock 
of 
wheat, which has made a lower aver­ 
age of prices in February, March aud 
April than was ever known in any 
previous month, has depressed May 
wheat to the lowest point on record, 
although western receipts were only 
1,080,7d6 
bushels, against 2,488,050 
last year, an Atlantic exports 1,143,- 
285 
bushels, 
against 
1,518,910 
bushels last year. 
The decline for 
spot has been slight, w ith no change 
for July. 
Corn yielded a quarter, ex­ 
ports falling suddenly below, while 
w estern receipts nearly doubled last 
year’s, and pork products were lower. 
Cotton speculators, who have seen 
larger receipts from plantations in 
April than a year ago, have lost faith 
and grip w ith favoring accounts of 
acreage planted, and the price de­ 
clined an eighth. 
The most encouraging sign is the 
marked decrease in liabilities of firms 
failing which were only $1,448,144 for 
the last week of April, and for four 
weeks $8,722,708 of which $3,722,220 
were of m anufacturing and $4,644,367 
of trading concerns. 
The am ount of 
liabilities a t the south was $2,919,419, 
against $3,111,032 in eastern and $2,692,- 
257 in western states. 
The failures 
this week have been 233 in the United 
States, against 216 last 
year, and 
thirty-five in Canada, against tw enty- 
seven last year.
